Min will ſtand up 
and ſay :Behold he manifeſtly and 
plainly conf<fl-th, that that Bread 
and that Wine 'is Chriſt's body, 
But withal mark , I pray thee, 
how prefently he addeth, That 
it is not bodily meat, but ſpiritual 
Food, Bring not with you there. 
fore the ſenſe and. feeling of the 
fleſh, for by that, nothing either 
Is , or can be perceived 1n this 
,myltery. It 1s indeed Chriſt's 
body , howbeit , not Corporal,

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Alſoafterwards the fame Father 
faith , Wherenpon the Apoſtle ſpeak.

ſame ſpiritual drink : For the Lord's 
body is a ſpiritual BY , and the 
bedy of Chriſt 3s the body of the Di. 
vine Spirit, For Chriſt is a Spirit 
as we read in the Lamentations of 
Jeremy : Chriſt the Lord is a Spirit 
before our face. He bath moſt 
plainly taught us, how we ſhould 
underſtand the myſtery , of the 
body and blood of Chriſt. For 
when he had ſaid , that our Fa- 
thers did cat ſpiritual meat, and 
did drink ſpiritual drink, (whereas 
notwithſtanding , there is none 
that doubteth, but that the Mar- 
24 which they did eat, and the 
Water which they did drink,were 
bodily things) he addeth. con- 
cerning the myſtery, which is 
now adminiſtred in the Church, 

ſhew- 
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BERTRAM. npoz the 
ſhewing and determining in what 
reſpec it is Chriſt's body : For 
the Lord's body ( faith he) is a 
ſpiritual body, Chriſt alſo is in- 
deed God, and the body which 


he took of the Virgin Mary, the 


body that ſuffered, that was 
buried, and roſe again, was cer- 
tainly a very and true body, and 
the ſame alſo remained viſible and 
palpable, that js to ſay, might be 
ſeen and felt, bit that body 
which is called the myſtery of 
God, is not bodily but ſpiritual, 
and if it be ſpiritual , then it is 
not viſible or palpable, that is, it 
cannot- be ſeen or felt. Hereup- 
on bleſſed 4mbroſe addeth , fay- 
ing, The body of Chriſt is the body 
of. the Divine Spirit; ; Now the 
Divine Spirit 3s. not! any thing 
that .is bodily, 1s not any thing 
that -is, corruptible , or any. thing 
that 1s palpable , .and: may be 
felt, . But:;' this / body which Is 
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celebrated and adiminiſtred 1n the 
Church, is,1n re{pe& of the vi ſible 
kind and form, both corruptible 
and palpable. tel] me then how 1t 
can be ſaid, to be the body of the 


[Divine Spirit? Verily no other 


way, than 1n this reſpect, that 1t 
is ſpiritual, that is to ſay, in this 
reſpe&.. that it cannot be ſeen or 
felt, and therefore incorrupti- 
ble. 

To this very end, in the words 
following, he addeth, ſaying, be 
cauſe Chriſt is a Spirit, as we read, 
Chriſt the Lord is a Spirit before our 
face. By which words he plainly 
ſheweth in what reſpe& it may be 
counted Chriſt's body, to wit , 
in reſpe& that there is in it, the 
Spirit of Chriſt, that is to ſay, the 
pawer of the divine or heavenly 
Word, which doth not only feed 
the Soul, but alſo purge it and 
make it clean. Wherefore the 
lame Author ſaith-afterward 3 7o 
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hearts, and this drink maketh Mans 
heart merry and joful, as the Pro- 
pher ſaith, Does bodily meat 
ſtrengthen the Heart of Man, and 
does bodily drink make glad 
his Heart ? But that the Doctor 
might ſhew what meat it is, and 


what drink it is, of which he | 


ſpeaketh, he hath plainly and par: 
ticularly added , This Meat and 
this Drink, What meat doth. he 
mean, or what drink? Forſooth. 
Chriſt's body, the body of the Dt- 
vine Spirit; and that it might be the 
more plainly utter'd , he faith, 
Chriſt 7s a Spirit, of whom it 1s 
read, Chriſt the Lord 1s a Spirit 
before our face. 

By all theſe places and ſpeeches, 
it plainly appeaceth , that we 
ought not, or cannot take or 
perceiveany thing bodily, in this 


meat , and 1n this drink : But 
that the whole matter muſt be 
con 
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conſidered and weighed fpiritu- 
ally. . For the Soul ( which in 
this preſent place, 1s meant by the 
Heart of Man ) is not fed with 
bodily meat or bodily drink, but it 
is nouriſhed, quickned, and made 
ſtrong, with the Word of God. 
Which thing the ſelf ſame Door 


affirmeth more plainly in his fifth 


Book of® Sacraments. Not this 
Bread (faith he) which gocth into 
our bodies, but it is that Bread » 
Eternal life , which miniſtreth and 
wieldeth. ſubſtance unto our Souls. 
And the things follgwing in that 
Book or place , do moſt mani» 
kſtly declare, that S. Ambroſe

Wherefore they. muſt needs differ

if they be nat all one, how is imfaid 
tobe Chriſt's true body, and his 
\-3 very blood ? For it it be Chriſt's 
| body 
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body, and be truly fo ſaid to.he 


(as if it be Chriſts body, it muſt 


be his body in truth) and if it be 
Chriſt's body in truth, then it 
muſt needs be that body of 
Chriſt's which is incorruptible , 
and impaſſible , and ſo by con- 
ſequent Eternal : Whereupon alſo 
it muſt of neceſſity follow, that 
that body of Chriſt's which is 
celebrated and adminiſtred in 
the Church, muſt be incorruptible 
and eternal : but-we cannot deny, 
but that that thing is corruptible, 
Which being changed is divided 
into pieces, to be received, and 
being broken or ground with the 
Teeth, paſſcth into the body and 
belly. And yc<t that is one thing, 
which is done outwardly , agd 
that is another thing which is 
inwardly believed through faith.

Wherefore that 
which appears outwardly, is not 
the thing it (zIf, but the image 
or” repreſentation of the thing;

Herenpon bleſſed Auguſtine, in 
his Expoſition upon Fohr's Go- 
ſpel, ſpeaking of the body and 
blood of Chriſt , ſaith thus, 
Moſes alſo did eat Manna, jo did 
Aaron, and ſo did Phineas: za 
many others did eat Manna in the 
Wilderneſs, who alſo pleaſed God, 
and jet are not aead. And why 
fo ? Becauſe they did ſpiritually un- 
derſtand, the wiſible food, they did 
Jpiritually hunger after it , they did 
[piritually taſie it, that ſo they might 
be - ſbirilually ſatisfied and filled, 
or even we alſo our ſelves, do at 
this day receive viſible food, but the 
Sacrament is one thing, and the

Fnother thing. Likewiſe in the '

- even then ye ſhall know, that he will

Wherefore 
it is the ſpirit that quickneth, the 
fleſh profiteth nothing. The words that 
I have ſpoken unto you, are ſpirit and 
life. VVhat meaneth this, that they 
are ſpirit and life ® That is to ſay, 
they muſt be ſpiritually underſtood. 
Haſt thou underſtood them ſpiritual- 
ly : then they are or and life 
to thee, Haſt thou underſtood 
them carnally: yea, even ſo are they 
ſpirit and life, but n0t unto thee, 

By the authority of this Doctor 
handling the Lord's words, con-

and blood, we are plainly taught

thoſe words verily which he ſpake 
concerning the eating of his fleſh, 

and the drinking of his blocd : 

For he ſpeaketh of thoſe words 
wherewith his Diſciples where 
oftended. Wherefore, to the end ' 

they might not be offended, the 
heavenly Maſter or Teacher, cal- 

leth them back from vhe fleſh to 

the ſpirit, and from bodily ſight, 

to inviſible underſtanding. We 

ſee therefore in what reſp. & that 

meat of the Lord's body , and 

that drink of his blood, are truly 

and indeed his body , and truly 

and indeedhis blood, to wit, in 
__ that they are ſpirit and 

lite. 


Moreover 
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Moreover, ſach things as be all 
one, are contained in or under 
one definition. Now it is affirm- 
ed of the very and true body of 
Chriſt, that he 1s very God and 
very Man : God as he was begot- 
ten of the Father from before all 
beginnings : and Man, as he was 
towards the end of thee World, 
conceived and born of the Virgin 

| Mary. But theſe things cannot 
be ſaid of that body of Chriſt, 
which by a myſtery 1s celcbrated 
and adminiſtred in the Church, 
and yetit 8 aftera certain manner 
known to be Chriſt's body : Now 
that manner is 1a figure and re- 
preſentation , that ſo the truth, 
and the thing it (clf, may be the 
better perceived, 

Ig the Prayers, which are ſaid 
after the myſtery of the body and 
blood of Chriſt, and whereunto 
the people anſwer, Amen, thus it 
is uttered with the Prieft's yoyce :

Now we know that a pledge, 
| and an image, or repreſentation, 
\ | appertain to another thing, that is

| | a pledgeis a pledg of that thing, 
| for the pledging whereof it 1s 
given, and not the thing it ſelf, as 
likewiſe an image is the image of 
that thing, the likeneſs where- 
of it doth repreſent or ſhew 
forth. For theſe things do fig- 
nifie the thing it ſelf , whoſe 
picture and pledge they are, 
they do not very manifeſtly de- 
clare the things themſclves. 
Which ſeeing it 1s ſo, it plainly 
appeareth, that this body and 
blood, are the pledge, and (asit 
| 2 were) 
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were) repreſentation of a thing 
to come, that that which 15 now 
ſhewed by a ſimilitude, may, in 
time hereafter to come, be mani- 
feltly revealed. Whereupon , I 
conclude, that if now they (1nitie, 
and in time to come ſhall make 
manifeſt, or lay open, that then, 
that is one thing, which is done 
and performed now, and that that 
15 another thing, which ſhall in time 
to come, be manifeſted and laid 
open. Wherefore, that which the 
Church celebrateth and admini- 
{treth, is both the body and blood 
of Chriſt, but yet as a pledge,and 
( as it were ) the picture, orre- 
preſentation. But then it ſhall 
be the truth, when as now, not 
the pledze, nor the picture , Or 
repreſentation of the thing ſhall 
appear, but the truth of the thing 
It (elf. 

Alſo in another place of the 
ſid prayers, We "_ thee, Lord, 


to

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to grant that thy Sacraments may 

work that in us , which they do con- 
tain, that look what we now admi*- 
niſter and receive in form, we may 
alſo receive it in the truth of the 
things, Heſaith, that theſe things 
are celebrated and done in ſhew 
and form, and not in truth, that is, 
in ſimilitude or hkenefs, and not 
in the manifeſtation of the thing it 
{clf. Now the form and ſhew of 
a thing, and the verity or truth of, 
the ſelf ſame thing, differ one of 
them from another. Wherefore 
that body and blood , which is 
celebrated and received in the 
Church, differeth from that body 
and blood, which 1s known to be 
now glorified in Chriſt's body, 
thorow his Reſurrection. And 
the former of theſe two bodies is 
. a pledge and figure: And this 
latter 15 the very truth it ſelf, for 
the former 1s celebrated and ad- 
miniſtred, till ſuch time , as we 
_y 
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may come to theother : but when 
we ſhall once come to this latter, 
the former {hall be removed and 
taken away. Wherefore it ap: 
peareth, that they are by a very 
great difference ſundred one of 
them from the other : Yea, 
look what difference there is be- 
tween the pledge and the thing for 
which the pledge is given, and 
between an image, or the thing 
whoſe 1mage 1t 1s, or between the 
form and ſhew of a thing, and 
the truth it (elf, ſo much diffe- 
rence there is, between the one 
and the other. Thus we ſee, that 
that myſtery of the body and 
blood of Chriſt , which the faith» 
ful do now receive in the Church, 
doth wuch differ , and is far ic- 
vered from that body, which was 
born of the Virgin Mary , which 
ſuffered, which was buried, which 
role again, which aſcended into 


Heaven, and which fitteth at the 


right 
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right hand of the Father. For 
that which is celebrated, and re- 
ceived while we are in the way 
of this life , muſt be ſpiritually 
received and underſtood ; for 
Faith believeth the thing which it 
ſeeth not, and layeth hold of that 
which doth ſpiritually feed the 
Soul, and make glad the Heart, 
and giveth Eternal life, and In- 
corruption , whilſt we look not 
upon that, which feedeth the 
Body , or 1s preſſed with the 
Teeth, or 18 broken in pieces , 
but that onely which is ſpiritually 
received by faith : Whereas that 
Body, in which Chriſt ſuffered 
and roſe again , is his own very 
Body, which he took of the Bo. 
dy of the. Virgin Mary , which 
allo was palpavle and viſible, 
yea, and that after his ReſurreCt- 
on; even as he himſelf ſaith unto 


the Diſciples: Why are je troubled? 


And wherefore do thoughts and 
doubts 
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doubts ariſe in your Hearts 8 Be- 


hold my hands and my feet , for it 
is I my ſelf. Handle me and ſee ; 
for a Spirit hath not fleſh and bones 
as ye ſee me have, 

Let us hear alſo w hat blefled 
Fulgentins writeth in his Book of 
Faith 5 Look that thou do moſt ſted- 
faftly believe, and at no hand doubt, 
that the onely begotten Word of God 
became fleſh, and offered up himſelf 

or 4s as an offering , and a ſacrifice 
of a ſweet ſmelling ſavour unto 
God. Qnto whom, with the Father, 
and the Holy Ghoſt, the Patriarchs, 
Prophets, and Prieſts, did in the 
time of the Old Teſtament, offer uf 
Beaſts, and Sacrifice them : and un- 
to whom alſo, now under the New 
Teſtament with the Father , ana the 

oy Ghoſ 
one and the ſelf ſame God-head ) 
the holy Catholick Church being di- 


ſperſed through out the whole World, 
ceaſeth not in Faith and Love , to 


offer 


( with whom he is of 
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offer up the Sacrifice of Bread and 
fil For in bs 's acrifices of 
Fleſh and Beaſts, there was a [igni- 
fication of Chriſt's Fleſh, which even 
he himſelf, being without ſim, ſhould 
offer for our ſins : and of his blood 
alſo, which he ſhould ſhed for the 
forgiveneſs of our fins - but inthis 
Sacrifice -of Bread and Wine, there 
is a thanksgiving for, and a remen- 
trance of that Fleſh of Chriſt, which 
he offered up for us : and of that 
blood, which he himſelf, being very 
God, did ſhed for us: of which St. 
Paul ſpeaketh in the Acts of the 
Apoſtles, and in the 20 Chapter 
of the ſaid Book,, ſayinie, Take heed "<2 28: 
wrto your ſelves, and to al the flock, 
wheresf the Holy Ghoft hath made 
jou biſhops or Overſeers to govern - 
the Church of Ged, which he hath 
purchaſed with bis own blopd. Where- 
fore there was in the fortter Saer- 
fces figuratively ſignified, that” that 
ſhould be given to us: but there is 
in 
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in this Sacrifice evidently and plain. 
ly decl ared, what is given unto us, 
Now the Doctor in ſaying, that 
there was In thoſe Sacrifices fig. 
nified, whar ſhould be given unto 
us,and that 1n this Sacrifice, there 
was declared what was given un- 
to us already; he doth plainly 
declare, that as. thoſe Sacrifi- 
ces had the figure of things to 
come, ſo our Sacrifice is a figure 
of things of things that are 

paſt. 
By which ſpeeches he hath 
moſt evidently declared , what 
great difference there is, between 
that body whereinChriſt ſuffered, 
and this body which is celebrated 
&adminiſtred in the remembrance 
of hisPaſſion orDeath.For that bo- 
dy wherein he ſuffered, was hispro- 
per,and very or true body, having 
no myſtical] or figurative matter 
In it : But this latter is a myſtical

Hereunto let us add alſo, that

Chriſt doth lively repreſent or ſet 
Out the remembrance of the Lords 

paſſion 
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paſhon or death,even ashe himſelf 
hatÞ ſaid in the Goſpel, Do you this | 
in remembrance of me: Which the 
Apoſtle Panl expounding,ſfauh.So | 
often as ze ſhall eat of this Bread, and 
ark of thisCup, ye ſhall ſhew forth the 
Lord's death till hecome. Here we | 
are taught by our Saviour, and by | 

the holy Apoſtle Saint Pay, that 
that Bread,and that Wine,whichis 
ſet on the Altar, is there ſet for a 
figure or remembrance oftheLords 
death,to the end it might call back 
to our:remembrance, that which 
hath been done in time paſt, that 
ſo webeing made mindful of that 
Lis paſſion, might by it be made 
partakers of Gods gifts and graces, 
by which alſo we are delivered 
from death , knowing this, that 
when we ſhall come to the fight 
and beholding of Chriſt, we ſhall 
have no need of ſuch inſtruments 
and means , thereby to be put in 


remembrance , what his unmeae 
ſ\urable 
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ſurable and infinite goodneſs hath 
_ endured for us : The reaſorr 1s, be- 
| cauſe that we ſhall behold him face 
to face, we (hall be put in mind, not 
by any otward admonition of tem- 
poral things, but we ſhall behold 
| him inthe very contemplationand 
ſight of the truth it ſelf,& be inſtru- 
ted how weought to give thanks 
tothe Author of our Salvation. 
And yet I would have no man 
think, that becauſe we ſpeak thus, 
that therefore the faithful do not 
in the myſtery of the Sacrament, 
receive theLord's body and blood, 
becauſe faith receiveth that thing, 
not which the Eye ſeeth, but that 
which the Heart believeth: For it
